Railroad OMclal. Are Still Xaca 


Alarmed. 


St. LooK Jan. 2y.—Considerable anx- 


iety is f«t ty officials of the Miss-ours, 
Kansas and Texas railroad over th«- sit- 
uation in the Indian TI-IJ Story. Oeiierai 
Attorney Clifford Jack»on vt the road, 
who is on the srouad, received definite 
information from a full blood Choc-taw 
Indiao to the effect that a merlins of 
that nation ha-J decided to destroy the 
property of all railroads Su the territory 
with the exception of the Choctaw. Ok- 
lahoma aad Gulf and Santa Ke roads. 
In a letter dated Muskoser. 3 an. 26. to 
General Solicitor James Hagerman, Mr. 
Jackson says: 
"Last night United States Marshal 


Bennett and Indian Agent Schoenfeldt 
interviewed a Choctaw. who pledsed 
them to keep his name secret, but who 
was anxious to place what information 
he possessed in the hands of govern- 
ment officials. 
He said there had been 


a mf-eting of full Wood Choctaw* ia 
which the course to be pursued by them 
bad been determined. 
Among other 


things it was determined to run all white 
men out of the nation. 
Only two rail- 


roads ia the Choctaw Nation, which had 
a right to be constructed under the treaty 
of i860, upon which the full bloods claim 
10 stand, are the Choctaw. Oklahoma 
and Gulf railroad and the St. Louis and 
San Francisco railway. They decided, 
therefore, to destroy the Missouri, Kan- 
sas and Texas road. Six hundred light 
horsemen took oath that they would at 
an appointed time attack different parts 
of the Missouri, Kansas and Texas and 
bum bridges and trestles. Bennett and 
Scboenfeldt believe that this plan will be 
carried out within the next ten days. 
These gentlemen believe that there is more 
danger in the valley of the Canadian 
river and advise every possible precau- 
tion being taken by the road. 


''In my judgment these Indians will ul- 


timately quiet down without any seri- 
ous depredations being committed, but 
they are badly excited, and this trouble 
has been brewing for the last three or 
four years, ever since the question of 
allotting their country has been discuss- 
ed.

Meeting of Foreign Envoy.. 


A meeting of the foreign envoys was 


held in Peking yesterday morning which 
was attended only by those whose fellow 
countrymen have been killed in the in- 
ternal provinces, the object being to de- 
cide what punishment should be inflicted 
upon minor officials. 
A import will be 


made to a general meeting of the minis- 
ters to be held probably after the fu- 
neral of Queen Victoria. The ministers 
refuse to state the decisions arrived at, 
but it is believed that few will be be- 
headed and certainly not the highest 
officials. 


Li Hong Chang and Prince Cbing have, 


on their request, had Sheng and Chou 
Fu , appointed to assist iu the negotia- 
tions. Chou Fu is the newly appointed 
treasurer of Chi-li and was formerly Chi- 
nese minister to Korea. 


The Germans have begun building a 


barracks for their legation guard. 
.Reports from the province of Honan 
say that the native Christians there are 
not molested, but that they are boycotted 
and suffering considerable distress in con- 
sequence. 


Hsu Cheng I, son of Hsu Tung, the 


notorious anti foreign guardian of the 
heir apparent, and also Chih Sin, a mem- 
ber of the tsung-li-yamen, and the Boxer 
leaders captured in the Japanese quar- 
ters are being held for punishment. 


Train In a Snowbnnlc. 


Frederick, Md., .hm. 20.—The Freder- 


ick and Philadelphia train leaving here 
at 3 o'clock yesterday afternoon over 
the Pennsylvania road encountered a 
snowdrift at Sharretts cut, 20 miles 
north, where it became completely snow 
bound and remained so until 7 o'clock, 
when the four coaches, with their pas- 
sengers, vrere extricated from their peril- 
ous position. As the train left Bruce 
ville a- furious wind was prevailing, and 
before proceeding far the wind became 
of cyclonic force, hurling sheets of blind- 
ing snow through the air. The eugiueer 
attempted to plow his way through the 
drift, but before he got far he found he 
was completely choked up, and the rear 
was rapidly filling up with the drifting 
snow.

He-Id In Dnrancc on Island of Jfa- 


Xew York, Jan. 29.— Marooned on the 


island of Navassa are four Baltimore 
men, seat there in October last by thi- 


ner of the island. Since then he has 
d out, and the new owner has coun- 


'-rmandsd an order to the Atlas Steam- 
ship company to bring them back. So 
there they stay, shut off from communica- 
tion with the world until the squabble 
shall be settled. 


Xavassa is a small island in the Carib- 


aean sea, off the west coast of Haiti and 
at the southwest entrance of the Wind- 
ward passage. 
It was discovered by 


'aptain Coleman of Baltimore, who sold 


it to a syndicate for §200,000. The syn- 
dicate found its guano deposits not as 
profitable cs expected, and a United 
States warship called at the island in 
1SS7 to take off 300 colored laborers who 
iad been sent there and who had killed 
some white men ia the fear that their 
provisions were to be shut off. 


In September last the island was sold 


at auction through Peter F. Meyer to 
John B. H. Jefferson of Baltimore for 
$28,000. He took Captain Wyatt Ow- 
ens into partnership with him, and the 
:wo engaged James H. Woodward as 
superintendent and s,ent him to Navassa 
with William A. Pomphrey, John Hill 
and John A. Bell, all of Baltimore. The 
Atlas Steamship company agreed to bring 
:he men back at any time for $110. 


Mr. Jefferson a little later sold out to 


Captain Owens for $1,000, taking the 
captain's note in payment, with the un- 
derstanding that he should retain his in- 
terest should the uote be unpaid at the 
end of a year. He asked the steamship 
company to bring the men bock and for- 
warded the money agiced upon, but Cap- 
tain Owens_ countermanded tke order, 
claiming full ownership of the island. 


Mr. Jeffprson insists that the men 


ought to be informed of the new owner- 
ship and brought back if they do not 
caie to woik under it and has> retained 
a lawyer, Henry W. Thomas of 31 Nas- 
sau street, this city, to take charge of 
lis interests in the dispute.

Detail, of Agreement. 


It is learned upon high authoiity that 


as part of the ''gentlemen's agreement" 
Carnegie has agreed to abandon his in- 
teution of erecting a $2,000,000 steel 
sheet plant at Duquesue. It is said that 
in return for the withdrawal of the 
threatened 
competition the American 


Steel Sheet company, which controls that 
trade, has contracted with Carnegie for 
$5,000,000 worth of steel bars a year for 
five years. This would put $25,000,000 
in Carnegie's pockets. 


The report that Carnegie w ill not build 


the sheet mills was confirmed by officials 
of the sheet combine. 


The next announcement, it is thought, 


will be that the Carnegie company will 
not build its proposed immense tube plant 
and that there will be no war with J. 
Pierpont Morgan. The National Tube 
company will probabfr make a long time 
contract with the Carnegie company for 
steel. So far as known here there is to 
be no formation of new companies. 


Cmude 


Evansville, Ind., Jan. 29.—Cities and 


towns along the Ohio river have- begun a 
crusade against the negroes. The entire 
trouble dates back to the lynchings of the 
negroes at Rocfeport and Boonville for 
the murder of the white barber Simmons 
at Rockport last month. The board of 
safety of this city has ordered the police 
to arrest all strange negroes and bring 
them before the city police judge. If 
they cannot give any reason ft>t 5,«:ng 
liere, they will be sentenced to the rock 
pile. It is estimated there are 2,000 col- 
ored men iu this city who absolutely re- 
fuse to work. They spend their time in 
the low saloons and dives of the city and 
live the best way they can. On election 
day they are in the market for the high- 
est bidder. Other towns in Indiana along 
the river are taking steps to drive the 
worst element of negroes away. In some 
towns no negro is permitted to remain 
Vigilance committees have bceu appoint- 
ed at Grandview, Enterprise, Tell City 
and Leavenworth. Since the recent trou- 
ble at Newburg many of the colored peo- 
ple have left that town. 


Carried Wounded Comrade 12 


Louisville, Jan. 29.—A few details of 


the encounter between revenue raiders 
and moonshiners in the Breathitt country 
liave reached the outside world from 
Hindman, iu Knott county, whence the 
survivors had sent a messenger. Marshal 
Holifield and his posse of four mm had 
discovered a still on the place of James 
Kelley and were in the act of destroying 
it when they were closed in upon by the 
gang of moonshiners, who opened fire 
with terrible effect. Thomas Holifield and 
Simon Combs were shot, and Combs was 
killed instantly. Blaine Combs, who was 
captured, is probably also dead. Ambrose 
Amburgy escaped with several bullet 
holes in his clothing, and Rufus Woolf 
was severely wounded. Amburgy brought 
Woolf ns far as Carr's Park, 12 miles 
from Hindman, where his strength gave 
out. It was then nearly night, and a mes- 
senger who was sent to Hindman for a 
physician reported Woolf nearly dead 
from loss of blood. 


Watch of 1627 Found on Shore. 
Essex, Coun., Jan. 29.—Antiquarians 


are engaged in examining a watch found 
on Poverty island, at the mouth of the 
Connecticut river, by Hub Gillard, clam 
digger and vender. The watch is a large 
silver one. to which wns attached a long, 
heavy chain, both ends of which are fast 
in the ring; Five inches above the fasten- 
ing of one end the chain had been cut 
nearly in two. The outside of the watch 
appears to have been nicely engraved, but 
on the side which lay uppermost the de- 
sign cannot be made out, as the action of 
the water and sand has made the plate as 
smooth as ice. On the inside of the outer 
case is engraved a name, which cannot be 
made out, and the date, 1G27.

The Belmont Cup Defender. 


Bristol, R. I., Jan. 29.—Captain Nat 


Herreshoff in deciding about the stiffen- 
ing for the new Belrnont boat now under- 
going the timbering out process elected to 
have bilge stringers vrith dimensions con- 
siderably less than vrere arranged for 
those used in the Columbia's construc- 
tion. Fitters in the south shop are at 
present finishing off two sets of bilge 
stringers of nickel steel bulbed angles 
2% by 1% inches-to be riveted to the 
turn of the bilges inside the boat. It is 
the opinion that the Columbia was stiff- 
er in form at the bilges than was need- 
ed. To preclude the possibility of any 
bad effect in reducing the size of bulbed 
angle stringers the flanges of every al- 
ternate plate of sheathing is an eighth of 
an inch wider than it was in Columbia's 
flanged plates. 


Blmjhnmton Counterfeiting Ca.e. 
Binghamton, N. Y., Jan. 29.—At yester- 


day's hearing in the counterfeiting case 
H. P. Holland, who was the first man ar- 
rested, made a lengthy confession of his 
part in the affair. His tale, which reads 
like a dime novel, is full of secret meet- 
ings in out of the way places, passwords 
and other characteristics of yellow litera- 
ture aad implicates Hill, Heffron and 
Morse, three of the prisoners.

Every one knows how sacred a cue or 


"pigtail" is to John Chinaman. To lose 
his cue is almost as bad as to lose life 
itself. 
Should a Chinaman return to 


China without bis cue he would become 
an object of scorn and derision. 


Dress, like other things, undergoes its 


change in China, but the style of the 
pigtail has remained the same for centu- 
ries and is handed down from parent to 
child without fear of change. 


For many years prior to 1G44 the na- 


tive emperors of the Chinese dynasty 
compelled their subjects to wear Ions 
bair over the whole head and to twist it 
into a tuft or coil. The first emperor of 
the Mantcboo dynasty, who ascended the 
throne in 1644, determined to make tins 
consul of Manchuria the token of the 
submission of the Chinese of the eniiie 
country to bis authority. 


Shortly after his accession to tl.6 


tin one he ordered his subjects to shave 
all the hair from their beads except on 
the crown and to allow the bair on that 
particular part to grow long and dress 
it according to the traditional custom of 
Manchuria. 


This proclamation was received with 


universal disapproval, except in Man- 
churia. But it had to be obeyed. Final- 
ly the custom prevailed throughout the 
length and breadth of China, and the 
style then adopted as a duty is worn now 
by choice. "So much a long communioii 
tends to make ua what we are." 


As a reward for punctuality and obe- 


dience those who were first to conform 
with the new capillary rule were award- 
ed a tael of silver. 
In such reverence 


has the pigtail come to be held that cer- 
tain sects believe that they cannot he 
saved without the aid of the pigtail. 
They believe that after death Confucius 
will lift them by their pigtails into the 
regions of celestial bliss. Consequently 
no pigtail, no salvation. Is it any won- 
der, then, that John Chinaman sticks to 
his cue? 
It is the Jacob's ladder by 


which. he will make hia ascent into 
heaven.

tujyjc which possi-ises a deep jaieresr for 
all ph>sklogisis aud fur most other folks 
as. «ell—I mean that of sleep aad sleep- 
lessness. The average mortal scarcely 
comprehends how little we really know 
about the exact nature of the ''ape ol 
death." as Shakespeare terms that state 
wherein we pass peacefully into the land 
<-f nod. It is not only the cause of sleep 
which constitutes a scientific puzzle, the 
cure of sleeplessness is another matter 
whieh doubles a difficulty that before was 
single. 


There is no doubt that a sleeping braia 


receives less blood than a waking one. 
Durham's observations settled that point 
long ago, and subsequent observers in- 
clined to this idea that they had explain 
ed T\hat sleep is when they had asserted 
the anaemic state of the brain as its real 
cause. Rot it is obvious that while our 
brain increases its blood supply when \re 
wake, as conversely it diminishes that 
supply when we go to sleep, these facts 
do not lead us to the vera causa at all. 
They are conditions merely, and not caus- 
es. The movements of a door are not to 
be explained by saying that it moves on 
its hinges. What we desire to know is 
what sets the door in motion. And so 
with sleep. Beyond this question of the 
brain's blood supply we have to face that 
of the brain's constitution. It is only by 
dipping into the brain's structure that we 
are able to gain some adequate idea re- 
garding the teal conditions that regulate 
the opening and shutting of the mental 
door. 


When brain cells are carefully studied 


in their different phases of activity ami 
lepose, they are seen to undergo certain 
remarkable changes in shape. The proc- 
esses or branches through which con^ 
tact is made between one cell and anoth- 
er are seen to be retracted in the resting 
etate, while in activity they are extended 
However the changes ia question are 
brought about, we may conclude that it i^ 
the switching off of the brain cells fron: 
each other and the breaking of the con 
tacts necessary foi the carrying on o: 
their work which represent the true 
cause of sleep. Fatigue of the brain eel 
is thus the dominant note of repose, am 
the mechanism whereby that repose is se 
cured is seen at work in the retraction, o 
their branches. 


It israll just like a telephone exchange 


in this respect, where we find contacts 
made and broken continually ia the ac 
tive work of the center. At night th 
connections are practically seveied, ant 
such as may be made ,jn the cqse of the 
brain exchange carrying on the^woik o 
dreaming they icpresent the work o 
the night shift of the brain. If this vi 
of sleep be correct, we see more clearlj 
than over that our resting pea-iod mus 
represent a habit, just as sleeplessnes 
in its essence is a habit of another kinc 
We break into the cycle of sleep when 
we suffer from insomnia nud subsiitut 
another habit for that of repose. Wlm 
our doctors do for us is to negative th 
vicious habit by replacing that of sleep 
but hie labor, hos opus est. With San 
cho Panza, in truth, we tnay well agre

PHOTOGRAPHING HORSES. 


Little Trickn ol tlie Camera, to Gel 


tlie Be*t Effect*. 


Photographs of horse show prize win- 


ners and of beasts whose owners aspire 
to honors are in good demand during 
horse show times, and photographers who 
make that branch of the business a spe- 
cialty have a busy time. 


"It is no easy matter to make a good 


iiorse picture," said one photographer, 
"although every amateur thinks himself 
equal to the task. A horse must be t.iken 
from the proper point or his owner uil! 
not recognize the pi> tnre. If the camera 
is too near the subject, certain points 
will be exaggerated in the photograph. 


'•The best results are obtained by plac- 


ing the horse on a slight incline, so that 
the fore feet are a trifle higher than the 
hind feet. This position throws the head 
up. Then snapping the fingers or mak- 
ing any slight noise will cause the aai 
mal to prick up his ears, and at the mo- 
ment wnen he is in this position of atten- 
tion the photographer makes the picture 


"When horses in harness are to be 


photographed, they must be posed on 
level ground or on a slight incline. To 
make them look alive a hat or a card i? 
sometimes scaled in front of them, nnd 
nt the moment when they look up the 
snap shot is made. 


"When pictures of horses in action are 


made, we usually place the camera near 
the ground, and by that means we get 
the best hoof positions, which cannot be 
secured when the camera is held or plnc- 
ed at the ordinary height. 


"To make pictures of jumping horse 


the same method is employed, and the 
height of the jump is sometimes exag- 
gerated by placing the camera below 
the track level. An excavation is made 
in the ground for that purpose, and pic- 
tures made from there increase the ap- 
parent height of hurdles and make a 
small jump look something remarkable."

But railroad men give the closest atten- 
tion to these wooden ribs. 


"Ties are placed at varying distances 


apart, but the average distance adopted 
by most trunk lines is one and a half feet 
from center to center. Give me your pen- 
cil. There are approximately about 3,500 
ties to the mile. These ties are worth, 
delivered to the road, from 90 cents to 
$1.10 each, depending upon the point of 
delivery. In the prairie sections of the 
west, for instance, ties, owing to distance 
from the base of supplies, are more ex- 
pensive than in a region abounding in for- 
ests. Placing their value at $1 each, on a 
double track from New York to Washing- 
ton, a distance of 221 miles, the ties 
alone are worth $773,500, while along the 
sides of the track are piles of ties season- 
ing easily worth half this sum. There- 
fore in a road operating 2,000 miles of 
track its ties alone represent an expendi- 
ture of 37.000,000. 


"Each tie is carefully inspected by men 


who make that their business, who look 
for splits, decayed places, worm eaten 
spots and other imperfections. 
Each 


pier-e of wood selected must be up to the 
standard size in length, width and thick- 
ness. If the inspector passes a tie he 
daubs a round splash of red paint on the 
end, which shows plainly on the freshly 
bewn or sawed wood, and that's what all 
of those little red eyes meant on that pile 
of new ties we just passed and of which 
you asked the meaning. 


"The average life of a tie is about fire 


years, depending upon climatic influences 
and the character of the roadbed. Ties 
set in soft, moist soil will of course rot 
quicker tbam those placed in rock ballast, 
•which is now the accepted roadbed of all 
<he great lines. The various species of 
oak are mainly used, though chestnut and 
^ne or two other varieties of wood which 
«re tough and of firm, solid grain are 
>ised. 


"We don't hear so much about spread- 


ing rails nnd ensuing accidents as a dec- 
ade or two ago. One reason for this is 
the closer inspection now given to ties 
ar>d their renewing. 


"Iron ties have been used on some of 


the roads in Europe, but if they have 
proved a success there they have not been 
adopted in this country, aud I doubt if 
they will ever be. Down in Central Amer- 
ica in the tropical forests they use ties 
of solid mahogany, as it is about the only 
wood which will withstand the climate 
and the ravages of tropical insects."—
